Washington, D. 9.— Special. ]— 
President Roosevelt has become impatient 
because of the exasperating delays on the 
part of Colombia in ratifying the Panama 
canal treaty, and unless the Colombian con- 
gress ratifies that convention within a short 
time he will direct Secretary Hay to com- 
plete the*negotiations for a treaty with 
Nicaragua providing for the construction of 
the canal by the Nicaragua route. 

Colombia has been responsible for so much 
delay and the treaty was threatened with 
failure so often that the pr nt and his 
secretary of state became convinced that it 
was practically useless to deal with Colombia 
any further, as it seemed ‘almost impossible 
to get that government to transact business. 

Colombia attempted to repudiate its sol- 


| emn agreement and demanded several mill- 


ion dollars more for the concessions which 

this government desired in connection with 

the construction of the canal than originally 
was agreed upon. This government declined 

to accede to these demands, although it did 

agree to pay more than was demanded when 

the negotiations first began, 

Realizing that the Colombians were not 
disposed to ratify the treaty and enable the 
government to begin the actual work of con- 
| struction, the president instructed Secrétary | 
Hay to negotiate a treaty with the Nicarau- | 
gan minister providing for a canal by the 
Nicaragua route. This was done. Thetreaty 
has been in shape for some months and it 
needs only the signatures of the representa. 
tives of the contracting powers and its ratifi- 
eation by the upper branches of the congress 
of the United States and Nicarague to make 


it binding. 
Nicaragua is 10 Wave ‘the canal 


constructed through its territory and there 
will be no delay in the 188 ratification. 


on the point of having Secretar? Hay affix 
his signature to the Nicarague treaty, but 


each time that his intentions in this regard 


became known there was a promise of action 
on the part of Colombia and he withdrew his 
instructions. | 

The law authorizing the construction of the 
canal gives the president power to have 
the canal built by the Nicarague route if, 
after a reasonable time, all the concessions 
necessary are not secured from Colombia. 
The congress of the latter country will meet 
in ten days, and if there is the slightest dis- 
position to delay matters further the presi- 
dent will terminate all negotiations with Co- 
lombia, and Secretary Hay and Minister 
Corea will sign the treaty which has been 
prepared. 

Before the president breaks of negotiations 
the Colombian government will be notified of 
his intention to do so, 

One of the exasperating features in con- 
nection with the ratification of the Colombian 
treaty is the apparently authentic and yet 
conflicting reports which have reached 
Washington. One day the report will be re- 
ceived that the government controls enough 
votes to ratify the treaty, and.the next day 
another report will come to the effect that 
the opposition is in control, and it is impossi- 
ble to ratify the treaty. Then will come re- 
ports to the effect that the Colombians will 
demand more money from the United States 
and that the opposition to giving the United 
States control of the right of way through 
Colombian territory is ae strong that the 
treaty will fail. 

These reports, together with the numerous 
delays in ratifying. the treaty, have sorely 
tried the patience of the president. William 
Nelson Cromwell, general counsel for the 
Panama Canal company, who has had num- 
ber of conferences with Secretary Hay re- 
cently, is extremely optimistic, and he is 
confident the treaty will be ratified shortly, 
but this view does not prevail in administra- 


tion circles.

One of the serious defects in the method 
of holding civil service examinations is that 
promotions are not always given to men most 
entitled to them, for the reason that the 
credits for educational topics have exceeded 
in importance those tests that should show 
the real merits of the men as firemen, which 
latter should be determined in a large de- 
gree by the fire marshal, whose marks of 
efficiency should be final.

This was 
made the vehicle for the sensational devel- 
opments that followed.

All Turn on Chamberlain. 
All the members of the government who

MORO PROVINCE 


New Law Passed by Philippine Commis- 
sion for Government of Large 


Area of Islands. . 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

MANILA, June 9.—The Taft-Davis bill 
creating a Moro province has become a law. 
It places the authorities in the new province 
in almost the same relation to the Philippine 
commission as the commission is to congress. 
It permits and intends the military .com- 
mander to be governor with the greatest 
powers, similar to those of a ‘colonial gov- 
ernor, but under the general supervision of 
the governor of the Philippines. 

The province will be divided into five dis- 
‘tricts, “including the Sulu islands, the Tawi 
Tawi group, and all the isiand of Mindanap 
except those parts inhabited by Filipinos. 
The bil) creates an exechttve council to be 
composed of a governor, a secretary, a treas- 
uref, ‘ an engineer, a supermtendent ot 
schools. and an attorney general. 


The council will be empowered to organize 
local governments: among the Moros and 
non-Christians: These governments will 
largely conform with the tribal customs and 
will observe agreements heretofore made 
with the United States. District officials 
will adjust difficulties between the sultan’s 
subordinate headmen and will enforce their 
decisions. 

Modifications ‘of’ the Moro laws are also 
provided for. The bill minutely specifies the 
jurisdictions of the several local courts in 
actions arising between non-Christians other 
than Moros, who will be governed by modi- 
fied tribal laws. Actions between non- 
Christiane and Moros, Moros and Christians, 
or Christians and Americans or foreigners 
will come under the Philippine laws. The 
jurisdiction of courts of the first Instance’ 
are extended and the suppression of slavery 
is provided for. 


Governor to Get $6,000 a Year. 
The salary of the governor will 000 
per annum. He will appoint district officials 
with the consent of the council. He may also 
use and direct the constabulary and police, 
and may request direct assistance from the 
army where the constabulary is insufficient 
without reference to Manila. The bill con- 
templates the appointment of many army 
officers, but provides for a gradual transition 

from military to ordinary civil officials.

All Over City for Teaching of Car- 
pentry, Stone ‘Cutting, and Other 
Industries — More Provision Made 
for Teaching of Cooking—Ten New 
Kindergartens Provided and Build- 
ins Enotitete Planned. 


popular demand for practical instruction by 
establishing centers for industrial and manu- 
al training in schools all over the city. The 
industrial training movement, which held a 
strong grip on the public schools of Germany 
several years ago and ended the popularity 
of the Latin and Greek books, was carried 
across the Atlantic to the seaport cities by 
the army of tradesmen emigrants.

The architects, Horgan and Slattery, 
who have figured in several transactions in

to say that the entire art public of New 
York is in a state not only of indignation 
but of disgust with Horgan and Slattery, 
and well it may be when the cause of it 
is considered. 


Nhe cause is the asad of a contract 


to Philip Martiny, a sculptor, for twenty- 
four statues, $85,000 for the lot, for the 
decoration of the new Hall of Records. 
The artists claim that the contracts should 
have been divided among various artists 
after models had been passed upon. The 
artists, however, do not understand modern 
business methods and industrial economy 
as Horgan and Slattery understand them. 
From their point of view contracting for 
two dozen statues called for the same meth- 
ods as contracting for two dozen cornice 
ornaments, or window sashes, or lockers, 
and they could not see why they should not 
buy statues. as a man buys chairs or gar- 
den hose, so much apiece or per foot. Prob- 
‘ably they could not understand why two 
dozen stone figures could not be turned 
out like two dozen Indians who stand guard 
at cigar stores, and why there should be 
Anything out of the way in ordering twen- 
ty-four statues at $3,541.66 2-3 each and 
save all trouble by buying wholesale. 
Horgan and Slattery when they let the 
contract evidently had quantity not gual- 
. ity, and business ends not artistic fitness, 
in view. Perhaps Mr. Martiny is an ex- 
cellent sculptor. It may be that he can

IMPENITENT “BELLEVILLE. 

Acting Gov. Northeott does not feel 
called on to take action concerning the Belle-' 
ville lynching. He believes that the vin- 
dien tion of the outraged law can safely be 
lert to the offending community. He says: 


Ahe lynching was a single act of. la wless- 
ness, and does not indicate a disposition on 


the part of the local authorities to disre- 


gard. the la w or their duties.” Apparently, 


it will take one or more violations to make, 
him lose faith in the local authorities. He 
has full confidence in the ability and will- 
ingness of the prosecuting attorney and 
judges of St. Clair county to do their duty 

“ without suggestion or direction from the 
governor's office.” 

When the acting governor ~ thus ex- 


pressed himself he probably was not aware 
may order it by postal card or telephone 
When delivery is irregular make 


of the fact that the state’s attorney of St. 
Clair county had said that he believed it 
would be impossible owing to the senti- 


‘ment commendatory of the work of the 
mob to find a jury that will either indict or 
convict one of its members. ‘The state's at- 


torney who sets out by saying that it will be 
useless to try to do anything has not his | 
heart in the work and assuredly will do 
nothing. 

It may indeed be impossible to impanel 
4 the county a jury which will indict men 
guilty’ of last Saturday’s murder. If that 
be the case the community intensifies the 
disgrace it has inflicted upon itself. Ap- 
parently the “ reputable eitisens of Belle- 
ville do not repent of or regret the erime 
committed in their city. Citizens who must 
have recognized some of those who be- 
longed to the mob have solemnly asserted 
that they can identify nobody. The mayor 
says the blame of the lynching rests upon 
the negro who was lynched. He admits he 
asked the officers not to defend the negro 
with their weapons. He says he did not wish 
to see “innocent blood flow on account of 
the guilty wretch in the jail.” If what he 
calls innocent blood had flowed it would 
have been that of men who were seeking to 
murder a man who was in the custody of 
the officers of the law. 


Such a mayor may endeavor to protect | 


a white man who is in danger of being 
lynched, but nota black man. He does not 
approve of mob law, but he says the negro 
“alone was to blame for the irregular exe- 
eution of himself.” Perhaps he expresses 


the public sentiment of Belleville at this 


time. If so the acting governor may con- 


clude that something more is expected of 


him than an expression of confidence in the 


ability and the willingness of the local au- 


thorities to do their duty. Evidently they 
will not. That does not relieve the acting 
governor of the obligation to do his duty. 


KEEP BARGAINS AND “SPEAK SOFTLY.” 

The girls who belong to the Laundry 
Workers’ union are as variable and mutable 
as Virgil’s woman. Last Saturday they as- 
sented to an agreement with the employers, 
and yesterday they went back to work to the 
delight of the thousands who are dependent 
on their skill for clean linen.

THE EASTERN FOREST FIRES. 

The fact that a pall of smoke has settled 
over the whole country east of the Allegha- 
nies, that it extends as far south as Wash- 
ington, that it is manifest 600 miles out at 
sea, and indirectly as far west as Chicago, 
is of itself sufficient testimony to the de- 
structive character of the fires ‘which have 
been raging among the forests of Canada, 
New England, New York, and New Jersey 
during the last week, following upon a rain- 
less period of more than six weeks. The 
sections which have suffered most severely 
are in the provinces of Quebec, Ontarw, 
New Brunswick, and Nova Scotia, New- 
foundiand, the northern and southwestern 
parts of Maine from Augusta to the New 
Hampshire line, the eastern part of the lat- 
ter state, large tracts in eastern and west- 
ern Massachusetts, several thousand acres 
in northern Vermont, the Adirondack region 
in New York, Long Island, and a large 
tract in eastern New Jersey. 

Over this. great area, embracing millions 
of acres of timber land, the fire has swept 
away not only the standing trees, involving | * 


immense losses for the lumber companies | . 


and manufacturers, but ruining many farms | 
and destroying hundreds of farmhouses, 
schoolhouses, shops, and mills, and in some 
cases completely wiping out small villages 
adjacent to the woods. The losses by fire 
may be roughly estimated as follows: In 


Canada, $5,000,000; in New England, $5,- | 


000,000, to which Maine contributes $3,000,- 
000; in New York, $2,500,000; in New Jer- 
sey, $2,000,000. This estimate includes 
only the losses on timber land.

This is not the whole, 
extent of loss ‘the east has suffered. It ‘is’ 
estimated by the Massachusetts board of 
agriculture that the drought has occasioned 
losses in New Wngland of 75 per cent on 
hay and forage, cereals, vegetables, live 
‘stock, and liye stock. products amounting 
to more than $70,000,000. 
. Estimating the agricultural losses in New. 
York atid New Jersey there probably will 
be a.total loss from fire and drought.in this 
fire area of a round hundred million dollars. 
Neither human skill nor human science can 
prevent a drought, but fires are, to a large 
extent, preventable. - ‘There is no reason 
why this country: annually should lose 
twenty or twenty-five ‘million dollars by 
these forest fires. They are due to the in- 
excusable carelessness of railroad com- 
panies, of hunters and campers, of farmers 
burning brush, and, to some extent, to will- 
ful incendiarism, and also to the failure to 
enaet proper forestry laws and to enforce; 
them. Of course it is a difficult task to pre- 
vent these fires, for it is difficult to legislate 
against human folly, carelessness, and 
greed. Really serious thought has not been 
given to this question, and in only two or 
three states has anything like systematic 
and thorough forestry work been done. Un- 
fortunately it is in the states where the for- 
est area is comparatively small and easily 
policed that this forest destruction has been 
checked. It is a waste which should be 
regulated both in the interests of the present 
generation as well as of posterity. .

In the case of the particular statistics 
now under consideration Dr. Reynolds was 
assisted by Dr. Adolph Gehrmann of the 
municipal laboratory, by Dr. E. O. Jordan 
of the University of Chicago laboratory, and 
by Dr. A. W. Palmer and Dr. T. J. Bur- 
rill of the University of Illinois laboratory, 
Three collaborating laboratories ought to 
make some impression even on what the 
Catholic church, with maternal kindliness,

Let the conclusions reached by the three 
collaborating laboratories be expressed 
summarily by Dr. Burrill of the laboratory 
of the University of Illinois. Here are Dr. 
Burrill’s own words: These studies in 
detail and as a whole tend strongly to show.

They thereby missed becom- 
ing copartners in the establishment of a 
certain scientific truth, long dubious, now 
irrefragable.

ically polluted.” ‘The present investigation 
reve this decision and holds, as Dr. 
Reynolds puts it, that running water, if 
not too heavily charged with organic pol- 
lution, will purify itself through the natural 
bio-chemic processes.”’

HOUSES PAY LOANS 


10 ‘Weary the Rich and Exhaust 
30 Point Margins — If Rockefeller 
Interests Wish to Acquire Pennsyl- 
vania or Baltimore and Ohio Stocks 
There Is Small Chance for Rise in 
General Market. 


It is estimated that within the last thirty 
days Chicago commission houses have paid 
off bank loans here and in New York to the 
extent of at least $6,000,000. For three 
months it has been a matter of liquidating 

more loans than of making them, but within 
thirty days there has been constant contrac- 
tion. A good many houses are carrying loans 
which they do not need, but do not wish to 
pay off because of the teeling of oplgation to 


the banks. 

The quick slump in the agen market yes- 
terday afternoon showed how ephemeral is 
the bull buying at this time. All the bulges 
in prices which have temporarily followed 
severe declines have been due to covering 
by shorts. Now it is becoming a question 


day a quick and severe which will 
carry prices to a point that may mean a turn- 
ok in the course of liquidation, 
Undeniably stocks are now held by the 
well to do. But the holders are not eo well 
to do that they can afford to stand continu- 
ous losses. In time even a rich man becomes 
weary of ehrinking values and decides to 
Umit his Hability. 
The unit of margins with commission 
houses may be said to be 10 points. There 
are those who when ten points are exhausted 
make a feeble effort toadd two or three more 
points and then quit. Another class will 
stand twenty points loss, another thirty, and 
still another forty. The present market is 
getting around to the limitofthe and 
thirty point margin losers, and another break 
of five or ten points will bring a flood of liqui- 
dation from what may be designated high 
speculators, The present course of

and Ohio Valleys Has Greatly Re- 2 


tardea Farm Work—Lower A 


“Will Result—Eastern States Suffer-| 


ing for Lack of Rain—Roe ky Mount- 
ain States in Good Shape, but 
Weather on Cont Is ‘Tee Hot. 


Washington, D. C., June 9.—[Gpecial.}— 


Following is the official weekly crop report 


issued by the agricultural department to- 
day: 

Excessive rains in the lower Missouri, cen- 
tral Mississippi, and Ohio valleys, Tennessee, 
the Carolinas, and Georgia have interrupted 
farm work and caused great damage to 
crops, especially in the central Mississippi 
and Missouri valleys. 

The protracted and probably unprecedented 


‘spring drought has just been broken in 


northern New England and in eastern New 
York. Portions of the upper lake region 
central and the west gulf states and North 
Dakota and Montane are in need of rain. 
Highly favorable temperature conditions 
prevailed in the Rocky mountain states, but 
on the Pacific coast the week was hot and 
dry, especially in California and Oregon, 
while the early part of the week in the cen- 
tral and west gulf states was too cool. 

Much corn remains to be planted in the 
Missouri, Mississippi, and Ohio valleys, where 
the early planted is greatly in need of culti- 
vation and much has been drowned. Plant- 
ing was resumed in Nebraska and Iowa dur- 
ing the latter part of the week. Under the 
most favorable future conditions the acreage 
will be. reduced. Under more favorable con- 
ditions planting in the middie Atlantic 0 
has been finished. 


Much Rust in Wheat. 


Rust in winter wheat is generally reported 
from the Ohio, the central Mississippi, and 
the lower Missouri valleys, and in the two 
last named districts the crop has sustained 
much damage from floods. In the lake 
region, the middle Atlantic states, and over 
the northern portion of the southern states 
an improvement is generally noted. Harvest- 
ing is progressing rapidly in Texas and has 
begun in California, where early wheat prom- 
ises good yields. In Washington and Oregon 
winter wheat has made favorable advance- 
ment, but short heads are reported from Ore- 
gon _ poor stands from portions of Wash- 


* in Need of Sunshine. 
Cotton in the eastern portion of the belt 
has made good growth, but is grassy and 18 
much in need of sunshine, while portions of 
the central districts need rain, and suffered 
from cool nights during the early part of the 
week. Good showers were beneficial in 
Texas, where chopping has progressed rapid- 
ly.- Considerable damage by web worms 18 
reported from northerh Texas and by cut 
worms and boll weevil in central and south- 
ern countiés. The crop has also sustained 
age by insects in Indian Territory and 
by floods in Missouri and Tennessee. Cotton 
continues late. 
The week as a whole has been favorable for 
transplanting tabacco. 
The general outlook for apples in New Eng- 
land and the middie Atlantic states, except 


in Pennsylvania, is promising, and favorable 18 


reports are also received from Tennessee, ~ 
Iowa, and Wisconsin. 


Following are special telegraphic reports 
by states: 

ILLINOIS—The bottom lands along the Missis- 
sippi from Mercer county southward, with thou- 
sands of acres of corn and wheat, are inundated; 
weather cloudy, with rain daily; field work greatly 
retarded; corn planting suspended, much to be 
planted yet and flelds weedy; oats decidedly im- 
proved; wheat improved in central district, but 
many complaints of rust; in southern district 
wheat is generally poor. 

INDIANA—Rainfell excessive and ground too 


wet to work; corn planting unfinished and acre- 


age reduced, early corn weedy; wheat heading 
short and affected by rust; promises less than 
average yield; oats. stowing, rapidly , but uneven 
and weedy; barley and in south section 
ready to cut, good crops. t 

OHIO—Abundant “except in northeast; 
damage by hail. washing and overflow in some 
southern counties; corn not all planted, but ger- 
minating fairly well; cultivation delayed; rust in 
wheat increasing in southwest. and west, some 
smut in north, and fly in south central counties; 
oats short, but improving; tobacco setting con- 


tinues. 

MICHIGAN—Almost an entire absence of rain 
except in widely scattered localities In southern 
counties has deteriorated meadows and retarded 
the growth of wheat, oats, and pastures and 
caused slow germination in late planted. corn: hay 
prospects poor; wheat improved; rye, sugar beets, 
early corn, and early potatoes doing well. 

WISCONSIN—Week warm and dry; corn and 
potato planting completed, early plantings in good 
stand and under cultivation in qgouthern counties; 
winter wheat a rye headed for heavy crops; 
cats, barley. spring wheat impréving. but 
some still yellow; few fields tobacco set, plants 
good: hay heavy. 

MINNESOTA—Little rain; grass, wheat, oats, 
barley, early sown flax, corn, and potatoes grow- 
ing _ in northern half and on southern uplands; 

in south rapidly subsiding, allowire the 
9 of large areas for corn, millet. fodder, 
corn, and buckwheat; etand of corn and potatoes 
not generally good; winter wheat heading. 

IOWA—Cultivating, planting. and replanting 
corn has been resumed in the upland fields in the 
larger part of the state an“ congiderable area to 
be planted this month, though at best the acre- 
age will be below the average: greatest damage to 
crops Was by floods and waching ir the Des 
Moines and Iowa river basins; latest reports indi- 
cate that the aggregate of irreparable damage, 
though heavy in some localities, will be much less 
than seemed tmminent during the height of the 
storm: hay heavy; apple crop good. 

NORTH DAKOTA—Crops doing well; wheat gen- 
erally covers ground and is crowing fast; oats, 
rye. and barley also growing fast. 

SOUTH DAKOTA—Scattered showers; spring 
wheat, oats, barley, rye.
